Greetinzs: 


This booklet is being put into the hands of our members at this 
time with two thoughts in mind: The younzer generation needs a written 
record of our family history and the older generation with whom this 
history exists in the form of traditions is rapidly pessing away. 


The incompleteness of what~is here presented makes it far from 
satisfactory hut the storv is brought down within the knowledse of those 
here now. Some fourteen years ago a play was made to collect our traditions 
and commit them to writing. Quite a bit of helpful work was done but. much 
presented in this booklet was not known to those doing the collecting and 
any plan to find it out was not feasible at the time. 


The first authentic outline of our ancestry came to the writer fron 
John C.Cain of Jackson,Mississippi,who has since passed on after reaching. 
the age of ninety, He loved his kin and carefully preserved the stories con- 


cerniny them. Tne zeneral outline given by him is the framework of this 


whole story, 3nd without it much recorded on these pages would be meaningless. 


Two trips to York,S.C., and as many to the University of Alabam. li- 
brary have been necessary to coilect and edit the following piges. rrom of- 
ficial papers in York have been copied the wills “nd estate settlements; 
from the Allison Family,1714-1941,by Gen.J.5.allison, has been secured much 
Girect and collateral inforsation; from hiiss Sallie Allison,who lived at the 
old Allison home near Smyrna,S.C.,the writer secured much information by 
correspondence,but we have been bereaved by her passing last yosr. hore re- 
cently the writer has been given many connecting links of family history 
by one of our own nunber, Sarah Cain Norris, Her memories of what our grand- 
mother Naomi told her have given much added meaning to hitherto unrelated 
facts. 


Nhether or not we can ever establish our kinship to other Cain fam- 
ilies is problematicel. If we could from any source ;:st the names of the 
two brothers of Hugh Cain who c2me to North Ifississippi ani to Louisiana, 
one g2p would be bridged. The fact that we do not know the name.of Hugh's 
father limits our possibilities of tying in with the many other Cain lines. 
Rosters of Revolutionary soldiers list soue twenty-five Cains in that war 
from Virginia, six from New Jersey, and even one fron North Carolina named 
Hugh. 


It is planned to complete the lists of Cain descendants dow to the 
present time and issue a suprlement carrying these names. Two of the grand- 
daughters of Robert Allison Cain,Nettie Berryhill and Louise McGee, have 
made such a list of their grandfather's descendants anda similar list is 
being prepared for the other lines. It is noped that these suprleménts can be 
ready for the 1951 reunion.

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HUGH ALLISON SR. Born 1714. Came over from Scotland, Landed in 
America Sept. 13, 1736 at the age of 22 years. 
Settled first in Harford County, Maryland. Married 
Margaret Hope and moved to South Carolina in 1769 
where he settled on the upper waters of Bullocks 
Creek, south of the Kings Mountain Road in western 
York County and engaged in farming until his death 
on March 7, 1799. He no doubt was buried in 
Beersheba Church Cemetery, York County, South 
(Date of marriage not Carolina, but the intervening 142 years since his 
obtainable) death have removed all traces of his grave. The 
church was organized in 1769 and his death occurred 
in 1799, 30 years later. A number of his children 
are buried there. This cemetery is very much 
neglected, the caretakers have thrown broken stones 
in a pile over the rock wall, The stone marking 
his grave has no doubt gone this way. His home 
plantation was the present old Nichols place which 
he willed to his son Robert Allison, Esq. (See 
copy of his will.) 


MARGARET HOPE The daughter of James and Annie Hope. The father 
of James,Thomas Hope of Hopetown, Scotland, died 
October 1, 1646, The date of Margaret's birth 
and death were not obtainable. She no doubt was 
buried at Beersheba,

In the will of Matthew Gibson, made in 1805, he states, 
"TJ appoint my beloved wife Elizabeth and my Brother 
Hugh Cain. as executors - - -", This statement seems to 
confirm the family tradition that he was a half brother 
of Hugh Cain, but this is all that is known of his an- 
cestry. His death evidently occurred scon after he made 
his will since his estate was in process of being ad- 
ministered at the end of the vear 1806. 


That the maiden name of the "beloved wife Elizabeth" 
was Campbell is knewn through her grandson John C, 
Cain, who knew her many, many years later. Papers she 
Signed in administering her nusband's estate show that 
whe married George A. Campbell soon after her first 
husband's death. This Campbell seems nct to have been 
a relative. 


From census reports it sgems that he wis born about 
1791 cr '92. His first wife was Pamela Carson, (See 
special table giving children). His second wife was 
Katherine D. Cain, daughter cf Hugh Cain, by whom he 
had no children,
